Report on the Financial Statements. We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental] 
activities, each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Goshen, New Hampshire as of 
and for the year ended December 31, 2012, and the related notes to the financial statements, which collectively comprise 
the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents.

pringtime 2013 found us once again 

along side the inmates from Sullivan 

County Corrections for our annual 
cleanup. Along with assistance from of the high- 
way department a large amount of debris was re- 
moved from Mill Village and Goshen Four Corners 
Cemeteries. Our thanks to officer Carrier who su- 
pervised the inmates. Our major renovation proj- 
ect was completed in the spring also. This 
consisted of professional trimming of the three 
large maple trees in the center of Mill Village. 
Thank you to Tyler Webb of Harding Hill Farm for 
completing this project. Regular mowing was 
again completed by Rook and Sons property main- 
tenance. We have heard that this service may not 
be available for 2014 which may impact mowing 
expenditure. This cost usually represents almost 
half our total budget. 


Good progress was made this year on our ongo- 
ing cleaning project. We were lucky to have Jan 
Parmalee express an interest in this job. She has 
picked up the skills quickly and has a natural in- 
terest in the preservation of our heritage. Along 
this line we plan to host a spring demonstration 
presented by New Hampshire Old Graveyard Asso- 
ciation (NHOGA) on gravestone repair and main- 
tenance. These procedures have been of special 
interest to the cemetery commission for many 
years. We hope to have increasing time to invest 
in this aspect of our work over the coming years. 


Also looking forward to the future is the layout 
and plan for the new section of Mill Village. Mill 
Village is pretty much filled and we will soon be in 
need of more space. Lars has met with the select- 
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men to develop a layout and plan for a small park- 
ing area and gravesites. The available parking will 
alleviate the usual practice of having people hike 
up the steep hill to attend burial services. Along 
with the beautiful resting area being developed 
this should present an inviting environment for re- 
flection. 


During the fall we once again leaned on the 
support of our highway department who assisted 
us with spreading and seeding loam at the Four 
Corners Cemetery. Our sincere thanks to Kevin 
and Joel for their assistance. At this same time we 
dug some test pits in the front section of Four Cor- 
ners to determine the depth of ledge there. Al- 
though many gravesites remain in this cemetery 
there will be some restrictions on full burials due 
to existing ledge. 


Our annual meeting was held once again in the 
Fall at the town hall. We agreed to request a level 
funded budget again for this year. Our major proj- 
ect will be the completion of the new parking area 
at Mill Village. We also hope to remove invasive 
growth from Four Corners. This has proved to be 
a challenging job due to heavy roots entwined with 
the fragile headstones. Lars hopes to attend the 
annual meeting of cemetery trustees presented by 
the attorney general’s office. For anyone inter- 
ested this is the source for the most up to date in- 
formation on the ever changing laws regulating 
New Hampshire burial grounds.

Conservation Commission 


he Conservation Commission maintains the 

trails and bridges in Williamson Park at Gunnison 

Lake. The trail around the lake is a popular desti- 
nation for families and provides opportunities to view 
wildlife, fish, and enjoy a swim. 


We conduct water tests in the Sugar River South Branch, 
Giles Brook, and Blood Brook throughout the summer. This 
program is part of the State of New Hampshire’s Volunteer 
River Assessment Program, which provides a long-term 
database of water quality throughout the state. Results of 


our testing are available on-line at: http://des.nh.gov/organi- 


zation/divisions/water/wmb/vrap/data.htm. (Click on Gunnison 
Brook watershed.) 


In 2013 we helped students at the Goshen-Lempster 
School raise approximately 100 brook trout eggs. This activ- 
ity was made possible by our purchase of a refrigeration unit 
to keep an aquarium cold enough to mimic NH stream tem- 
peratures and successfully hatch the eggs. The students were 
very successful, losing only a few eggs, and releasing about 
100 brook trout fry into the South Branch of the Sugar River. 
Students also learned about water chemistry, stream ecology, 
and trout anatomy. 


Sharks in the Sugar River?! We supported the library 
summer reading program’s theme of “Below the Surface” by 
bringing a shark to the Sugar River. We used this opportu- 
nity to talk about the importance of predators. Don’t worry! 
No more shark attacks are likely. The shark is now in Sandy’s 
garage.

Calls for Service 


bs year 2013 has been busy for us on the 
Goshen Volunteer Fire Department. Between 
the Fire Department and the Rescue Department 
we responded to 122 Calls for Service. I believe this 
to be the most calls in a single year for our depart- 
ment. Two of the major calls in town were for 
Structure Fires. The first one was early in the 
morning on February 9, 2013 with a reported 
house on fire. This incident came in during a heavy 
snow storm with blizzard like conditions. Many of 
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our responders were delayed due to being plowed, 
or snowed in. A special thank you goes out to 
Goshen Highway Department to get the fire sta- 
tion plowed out as well as going down to the re- 
ported site of the house fire to get their driveway 
opened up so we could get our equipment in to the 
scene. Dispatch when toning this call immediately 
went to a first alarm bringing in additional equip- 
ment from Lempster, Newport, and Unity. We 
were very fortunate on this call that Newport had a 
full crew in their station. They had just came in 
from another call and were not delayed in re- 
sponding to assist us during this storm. The fire in 
the residence was contained to the main level floor 
area around the chimney. The home owner did a 
good job of containing the fire originally. Equip- 
ment that responded were two Engines from 
Goshen, Engine, Tanker, and Ladder Truck from 
Lempster, an Engine and Tanker from Newport, 
and an Engine from Unity for station coverage in 
Goshen. 


The second structure fire came in on July 10th 
for a reported house fire at the end of a dead end 
road. Again Dispatch toned for a full 1st alarm as- 
signment bringing in the same Mutual Aid listed 
above from area Departments. This call was a re- 
sult of a lightning strike hitting a propane tank 
rupturing a fuel line and igniting, the fire then 
scorched an area on the exterior of the home. The 
fire was quickly extinguished with minimal dam- 
age to the home. 


Other major events that we responded to were 
a lightning strike and propane leak at the Goshen 
Lempster School on August 25th. All units re- 
sponded in a heavy thunderstorm in the middle of 
the night. This happened just before the School 
was to open for the year. Goshen also responded 
Mutual Aid to Building fires in Croydon, Lempster, 


Newport, Sunapee, and Unity. Other notable 
events amongst the Goshen Fire Rescue Depart- 
ments were 16 Motor Vehicle Accidents. Two sepa- 
rate accidents requiring Newport Fire 
Departments Heavy Rescue Truck and personnel 
for extrication equipment and to assist Goshen 
Fire Rescue and Newport Ambulance to remove 
entrapped patients. Goshen responded to assist 
NH Fish and Game with a search of a lost child on 
Center Road. A second search for a lost subject 
was taking place in Newbury on Mount Sunapee. 
The Subject was located in Goshen by a Goshen 
Fire Fighter and returned to NH Fish and Game 
Officers at Mount Sunapee. 


Goshen Rescue 


oshen Rescue Personnel continue to be a big 
G. of this organization. Besides the fire de- 
partment’s activities that they participate and train 
in, they also step up and do the extra medical and 
EMS trainings to keep, or get EMT Medical Certifi- 
cations. They maintain, inventory, and supply 
Goshen with the needed medical equipment for a 
medical call. We respect the extra trainings, meet- 
ings, and calls this group participates in, resulting 
in a few extra nights away from home each month. 
We are always looking to add new members to 
our EMT staff so please feel free to contact a 
member for further information on joining and 
helping your neighbors. Rescue personnel re- 
sponded to 29 direct medical assist calls, 16 MVA’s 
with about 30 patients evaluated, as well as re- 
sponded to assist the Fire Department with the 
two structure fires, and 4 chimney fires.

2014 Budget Request 


Ihe Goshen Fire Department has continued to 

hold our regular operating budgets the same 
for many years. This year we have requested about 
$3000 more than 2013. We have needs of addi- 
tional testing and maintenance of equipment, an 
increase in dispatch, and fuel costs. In 2013 the 
stipend pay program was initiated. The Fire and 
Rescue Personnel that took advantage of it in 2013 
were all happy to receive a yearly check right be- 
fore Christmas. This new program has shown an 
increase of responders to the calls, meetings, train- 
ings, and work details. 


Currently has 9 Certified Fire Fighters, 4 
EMT?’s, 3 Firefighters, 1 Probationary Fire Fighter, 
3 semi active Honorary Fire Fighters. Currently we 
have had one new well qualified Fire Fighter that 
joined us in late 2013. We also have two new per- 
sonnel that are going through the application 


process in early 2014. We are always looking to 
add new members so please feel free to contact a 
member for further information. As you can see 
we strive to give you a well qualified staff to assist. 
Your support at town meeting is always appreci- 
ated. We also request your support of the line 
items for the capital reserve funds for the future. 


Training 

ver the past year the department continued 
O* train at least once a month. Some of the 
trainings consisted of Engine Pumping, Air Pack 
Refreshers, Scene and Personal Safety, Ladders, 
Fire behavior, and Electrical hazards. Also Goshen 
participated in a two day training in Marlow this 
year. Working in conjunction with the Cold River 
Area Fire Chiefs Association, Goshen as well as 10 
other area Mutual Aid Towns held a refresher 
training on large scale water supply operations. 
This training had numerous scenarios. It consisted 
of a large scale water supply and water flows, 
pumping and best safety practices for these opera- 
tions. I was very pleased with Goshen’s roles 
within this training. 


Equipment 

1989 Mack Engine/Tanker 1. In 2013 we did 
not have any negative issues with this truck. Its re- 
built pump from 2012 performed outstanding. 
This has worked well in town and has gone out on 
numerous mutual aid fire calls. Goshen’s Engine 2 
the 2008 E-One Pumper is an excellent operating 
piece of equipment. This truck did have a com- 
puter module failure in 2013 that was replaced by 
the E-One repair technician. Goshen’s Rescue 1 
1991 Ford F 550 is operating very well and is being 
used on most calls. It responds to rescue and med- 





ical calls, car accidents, and building fires. The 
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Generator and Light Tower on this truck have been 
very useful at night time incidents. In 2012 we 
purchased a new set of studded snow tires as well 
as repaired a generator fuse box. Goshen’s 
Forestry 1, 1968 Ford F250 4X4, Overall this vehi- 
cle performs well for its age. Looking to the future 
needs for the Town of Goshen to replace this truck, 
we continue to request your support for the appro- 
priation to the Capital Reserve request for the For- 
est Fire Fighting Vehicle.

s always I like to thank the community

It is also important that I do thank the Deputy 
Wardens for all the extra time they put into this 
department, the Fire Fighters here in Goshen that

Your Forest Fire staff is Warden Daniel Peter- 
son, Deputy Wardens John Herr, Ricky Shepard, 
Clark Wamsley, Chris Moen, Jan Parmalee, Ed 
Baker, Gordon Bartlett, Jack Warburton, John 
Hopkins, Janny Kowynia and Bob Johnson. 


The annual spring Warden / Deputy Warden 
Training was held at Wilmot Fire Station this year. 
The Goshen Fire Department continues to host 
the July dinner and meeting of the Grafton Sulli- 
van Forest Fire Wardens Association. Special 
thanks go out to the many volunteers of the 
Goshen Fire Services Association for their assis- 
tance at this event. 


Over the past year we did issue around 200 fire 
permits in the Town of Goshen. We thank you for 
extending your courtesy to our families and to call 
ahead of time for your fire permits. 


In 2013 we did not have any major forest fire 
incidents in Goshen. On April 15 we did respond 
mutual aid to Lempster for a building fire that 
caused a brush fire on the side of a remote class 6 
road. To access this fire we could only use 4 wheel 
drive vehicles to ascend the mud covered hillside 
road. This particular fire was contained to less 
than a 1/ acre, but did require a lot of overhaul. 
The building was also destroyed. This fire started 
from hot ashes from a wood stove. So when you 
are disposing of ashes please make sure they are 
in a metal container and covered. Never store 
them on a porch or near your buildings. In men- 
tioning this I cannot stress enough that it is im- 
portant to keep a green space around your home 
and to keep the area around your Outdoor Fur- 
naces and fire pits cleaned up. 


Another incident that is still causing problems 
are illegal campfires out on the area of class six 
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roads. Quite often these fires are not extinguished 
prior to the people leaving. This puts Goshen ina 
potential danger for a large forest fire. So if you 
see something out of the ordinary please call 911 
and have us come out and inspect, and put the fire 
out. 


We continue to maintain the1968 Ford F250 
All Wheel Drive Forest Fire Fighting Vehicle. 
Overall this vehicle performs well for its age, but 
at anytime a vehicle of this age could have a major 
issue. Looking to the future needs for the Town of 
Goshen to replace this truck, we continue to re- 
quest your support for the appropriation to the 
capital reserve request for the Forest Fire Fighting 
Vehicle. 


I do like to remind you that you are responsible 
for any fire that you light. Per NH State laws you 
could be held financially responsible for any cost 
to extinguish and any damage associated with a 
fire that gets away from you, or caused by you. 
NHDES also reminds you that it is illegal to burn 
any trash, plastics, painted, or plywood, furniture, 
or demolition debris. None of the listed items 
should ever be burnt in a woodstove or an outside 
furnace -- it is best to dispose of them at the trans- 
fer station. This keeps the carcinogens and dioxins 
pollutants out of the air.

oters at town meeting last 

year approved the expendi- 
ture of funds for the Goshen Histori- 
cal Society to purchase a safe for the 
storage of materials archived by the 
society. The safe has arrived and has 
been installed in the newly refur- 
bished room next to the town clerk’s 
office. The constantly updated data- 
base is available at the Olive G. Pettis 
Library and will soon be accessible on 
the town’s website. 


Thank you to the generous individ- 
uals who supported our efforts by do- 
nating funds for archiving materials. 
We have now archived 896 Items and 
the committee continues to meet 
Tuesday mornings. 


The ‘Moose Plate Grant’ monies 
were received in early spring. The Goshen ledgers 
from 1792-1869 noting town inventories and busi- 
ness activities were then professionally restored 
and archived by KOFILE. The ledgers are now the 
property of the town and are stored in the cabinet 
at the town office available for research during reg- 
ular town office hours. A digital copy of the 
ledgers will be available for online research. 


An autumn program about the Civilian Conser- 
vation Camp in Goshen (1933-1935) was pre- 
sented by Ed Baker at the Olive G. Pettis Library. 
Audience members came from Lempster and 
Newport as well as Goshen. The talk was very well

received and we applauded Ed for his research 
and insight into the topic. 


At one of our regular meetings Dr. Lilyan 
Wright offered to tape record memories of earlier 
Goshen days from longtime Goshen residents. She 
reports that she is in the midst of this project. 


We are asking townspeople to join in by sub- 
mitting any Goshen related papers, genealogical 
information or stories you might 
want to have included in our ongo- 
ing archiving and history project. 
You don’t have to have been ‘in 
town’ for generations for this- 
someday it will all be historyI 


A purchase of old papers by the 
director of the Mead Museum at 
Amherst College at an auction 
house in Keene this past summer 
has led to the prospect of an inter- 
esting collaboration between 
Amherst College, the Goshen His- 
torical Society and the Nelson 
family. It seems that in this box of 
papers were 63 small handwritten 
books by the Nelson brothers from 
Goshen, circa 1890. The director 
of the museum, in turn, met with 
the Amherst College Chairman of American Stud- 
ies who has written extensively about 19" century 
children’s activities and writings. Our archiving 
committee met with them in mid-January of this 
year. A plan is beginning to evolve that will in- 
clude the society’s participating in the building of 
an online exhibition of the Nelson writings and 
photographs. 


2014 promises to be very interesting. Look for 
meeting and activity notices at the Post Office.

Also in October, Kevin Gardner presented a 
highly informative and interesting program 
“Discovering Stone Walls” to a large and re- 
ceptive audience. A potluck dinner pre- 
ceded the presentation. 





The annual Children’s Christmas Party was 
held in December. A cookie walk and raffle 
were part of the festivities, but Santa was 
the star attraction! 


Other activities at the Library included the 
After School Program. In this program 
Cyndi Phillips assisted students with their 
homework which helped them to improve 
their marks considerably. This program 
continues and is conducted three days each 
week. 


Additionally, book discussion groups were 
formed, movies were shown, and the teens 
organized ice cream socials. 


We were fortunate to receive two grants for 
our Library. One was from the Libri Foun- 
dation and the other was from the Chil- 
dren’s Literacy Foundation (CLiP). Both 
grants consisted of awarding of children’s- 


books to the Library. The CLiP grant also in- 


cludes presentation of books to 
Goshen/Lempster elementary school chil- 
dren early in 2014. 


Also we cleaned and polished the bronze 
plaques in front of the library, thanks to Ed 
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Anderson Jr., who loaned us a 
polisher/buffer. We also thank John Ball for 
trimming trees that were overhanging the 
Library roof. 


The Library is open on Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday from 1:00 p.m. to 6:00 p.m. for the 
winter and on Friday and Saturday from 10:00 
a.m. to 2:00p.m. Any changes in hours will be 
posted outside the Library building. The Trustees 
hold business meetings at the Library on the third 
Tuesday of each month starting at 6:00p.m. and 
the public is welcome to attend the meetings. 


We hope and trust that you will continue to 
support our beautiful Library as we endeavor to 
provide the services responsive to your needs and 
requests.

he year 2013 began with the depar- 

ture of long time board member John 

Wirkkala. For more than 15 years he 
guided the planning board toward what he felt 
was in the best interest of the community, 
whether controversial or not. The board and 
community extend a sincere, Thank you, John, 
for your many years of dedicated service. 
John’s departure created an opportunity for a 
new member to join the board. After serving a 
year as an alternate we welcomed Alicea 
Bursey to the Board. She brings a thoughtful 
and detailed opinion to the Board. 


Sue Peacock, the board’s long time secre- 
tary also left the Planning Board in 2013. The 
board has been extremely fortunate to engage 
Linda Plunkett in her place. I am proud to say 
the current board brings a wide range of expe- 
rience, thoughts and opinions to the table. 
There is no better way to serve the best inter- 
ests of the town than to consider all sides of an 
issue. Thank you for your contributions and 
participation Ed, Alicea, George, Chip, Allen, 
Rich, and Bob. 


The Board spent a considerable amount of 
time this year reviewing the Master Plan, Zon- 
ing Regulations, Subdivision Regulations, and 
Driveway Regulations. The Master Plan was 
updated and approved in March. The board of- 
fered six proposed changes to the Zoning Reg- 
ulations: 

@ extending the light commercial district 


@ creating a Recreational District for Mt 
Sunapee 


@ to allow in-law type apartments/build- 
ings 


@ to allow development on slopes of 15% 
to 19% 


@ to remove occupancy permit require- 
ments for houses that change ownership 


@ to remove the requirement for 9 acres of 
land for a 3 unit apartment 


Voters will act upon five of the proposed 
change in March. Item 6, the requirement of 
needing 9 acres of land for a 3 unit apartment 
building will not be on the 2014 ballot. The 
community as a whole will make the final de- 
cision at the polls. Public hearings will be 
scheduled in 2014 for proposed changes to the 
Subdivision and Driveway Regulations. Pub- 
lic hearings are an important part of the 
process; it’s your right as a voter to express 
your agreement or disagreement. We encour- 
age your participation this year. 

The Board is planning to devote much of 
their work this year on the Capital Improve- 
ments Plan. This is an important tool which 
the town and the Board of Selectmen can use 
in the budget process. Input from community 
members will be important. This is your town 
and you need to have a say in its direction. 


It has been a pleasure and honor to serve as 
the chair this year. As a small town, we need 
to work together even if that means we re- 
spectfully agree to disagree. With a common 
direction we should reach common goals.

Police Department 


his was a busy year for the Police De- 

partment. Although call for service num- 

bers show a decrease it was due to 
computer problems and the ability to log the calls 
properly. This problem has been corrected. 


Our house check requests have increased over 
last year. Houses are checked every shift. Please 
continue to call us to let us know when you need 
this service. 


This year has had a significant increase in pistol 
permit requests. These requests require many 
man-hours to complete this task. To better serve 
you in receiving these permits you may call dis- 
patch and have one of the officers paged, and they 
will deliver the permit to you. 


We continue to manage patrol hours with call 
outs. This year has seen an increase in call out 
requests in Goshen. I have varied the patrol hours 
this year in attempt to have an officer on covering 
more night shifts. I feel it is important to have a 
Goshen officer responding to the request for serv- 
ice. Some of the more serious call outs have in- 
cluded the following: 


@ A home invasion that the suspect was 
arrested on felony charges. 


@ An assault in progress where my closest 
backup was Epsom, NH. 


@ Asexual assault investigation. 


This year’s end brought a significant change to 
how the Department’s calls are dispatched. We 
are now dispatched out of Newport Police Depart- 
ment. All the telephone numbers remain the 
same. This switch was made for many reasons as 
follows: 

@ Federal government mandate of dispatch 


agencies to broadcast on narrow band. Due 
to this mandate we lost over 50 percent of 
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radio coverage in the area. 


New London’s fee structure has changed 
causing an increase in cost. 


Distance to a booking facility. Newport is 
closer which is a savings to the department. 


Resources of the Newport Police Depart- 
ment assisting us. 

As of January 1, 2014, we are now being dis- 
patched by the Newport Police Department. 


For 2014 we have again been approved for 
multiple traffic grants. Operation Safe Commute 
is two patrols per month where all area towns are 
on the road enforcing traffic laws. We have been 
approved again for DWI and enforcement grants. 
The DWI patrols allow us to be out on the week- 
ends and the late evening hours. I believe the 
presence of the cruiser during these times is an 
opportunity for visibility. Multiple arrests were 
made during these hours in 2013 from DWI to 
wanted subjects. 


I again would like to thank all the town employ- 
ees this year for their assistance to the Police De- 
partment. It is an honor to work with such 
professionals in our Highway Department and Fire 
Department.
